Courts-Tartial Try Many

Washlngton, Oct. 22,—The report
of General Davls, judge advocate of
the army, shuws that durlng the
year ended June 30, nlneteen com-
missioned uficers were tried by court-
martial, and of Lhese 8ix were ac-
quitted. ‘T'wo cadets were tried and
copvicted. The number of enlistec
men coovicted was 4,854, the sen-
tences in 108 cases were disupproved,
while 430 resulted In acqulttal,

The number of men sentenced to
dishonorable discharge was 2,965,
Death sentences were lmposed in
elght cases, four being on gonvietion
of murder, two of desertlon and of
eénteripg the service of the enemy,
one of deserting alone, antd one on
robbrey and larceny of United States
arms and of attempting to sell am-
munition after desertion,

The sentences were ioflicted in
three cases of wurder, thie other cases
were commuted to dishonorable dis-

members.
